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1. AF0IN-2C has reviewed the subject drafts and is in agreement with 
the intelligence presented and the interpretations made. It should he 
noted that the Air Force has already published on the significant conclu- 
sions reached in this paper. AIIR 57-1 of 22 March 1957 discusses the 
missile /nuclear association of JOE 29 while AIN(EST) 2C1-2-57 of 26 Febru- 
ary 1957 deals with JOE 20. Other aspects bearing on these relationships 
have appeared in other Air Force publications such as the COSIB.

2. The conclusions reached in the paper, regarding events which 
took place some time ago, are believed to have been generally accepted 
by the Intelligence Community. No new intelligence or conclusions are 
presented, nor does the paper reflect any different analytical approach. 
It would, have been far more desirable if both GMIC and JAEIC had con- 
sidered and discussed the intelligence conclusions -when they were first 
presented by the Air Force. In view of the very significant nature of 
these missile/nuclear events, timeliness in the dissemination of the in- 
formation is essential. \ The late date at which the CIA-chaired JAEIC 
sub -committee in finally producing this paper is an illustration of the 
inadequacy of the committee approach to urgent problems of intelligence 
on Soviet weapons development.
